Two 
couples, both called by God to be mis- 
sionaries. But not just any missionar- 
ies...our missionaries. Our own 
LeTourneau family still ministering 
for the Lord, but in a far different 
location. The Lord also brought to us 
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this year many outstanding new fac- 
ulty and staff: men and women who 
come with vibrant testimonies of 
faith in Jesus Christ and outstanding 
preparation and experience. I thank 
God for them; for the strengths they 
bring and for the freshness they will 
instill in our efforts. 


Students 



W e exist because of stu- 
dents. Our students are 
not perfect, but they are 
an unusually committed 
and gifted group of men 
and women. This fall’s incoming fresh- 
man class came to us with an average 
SAT score of 1046, among 
the strongest in Texas, and 
near the top among all 
Christian Colleges. 

With growth in many 
programs, we reached a 
milestone this fall at 
LeTourneau: a record-set- 
ing 1584 students enrolled 
in classes. 

The spiritual commit- 
ment of our students is 
widely evidenced. Over 140 
students meet regularly for 
student-led Bible studies in 
the dorms. Students have 
taken the lead in a wide 
variety of outreach projects, 
the two most notable were 
our Spring Missions trips 
and Operation Clean Sweep. 
Over 200 students gave up 
their entire Spring Break to 
minister in Mexico, Poland 
and several state-side loca- 
tions. Operation Clean 
Sweep saw nearly 200 stu- 
dents, faculty and staff in 
the community repairing 


Projects 
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and building homes for the elderly 
and disadvantaged. 

The LeTourneau Singers, under 
the direction of Mrs. Pat Carmack, 
completed a very successful trip to 
Kentucky and Pennsylvania, giving 
its first workout to our new 40 pas- 
senger bus, graciously donated to 
LeTourneau by the Blue Bird 
Corporation. 

The men’s soccer team completed 
their best season in 10 years, earning 
a first-ever berth in the NAIA District 
playoffs. Soccer coach Jose Copa was 
named “NAIA District 8 Coach of the 
Year.” Under new athletic director, 
Dr. Richard Beach, there is a renewed 
commitment to excellence in our 
athletic programs. Intramural partic- 
ipation among our resident students 
has reached one of the highest levels 
in the nation. Over 90 percent of the 
students are taking advantage of up 
to 19 different sports activities. 



P aul Glaske, chairman of our 

Board of Trustees, has perhaps 
said it best: “The changes on 
the LeTourneau campus dur- 
ing the past year are stunning. 
The campus has never looked better.” 
Probably in no single year in our his- 
tory have we had more dramatic 
changes to the campus physical envi- 
ronment. 

In May, the Belcher Mall and Bell 
Tower and the Glaske Carillon were 
completed, unifying the center of the 
campus. Throughout the summer, 
dozens of remodeling and upgrading 
projects were completed. These 
ranged from putting larger windows 
in the Women’s Residence Hall to 
replacing carpet in dozens of offices. 
Three wooden barracks came down 
this past year. The newest and 
biggest change is Longview Hall. 
Dedicated just last month, it remark- 
ably improves our ability to teach 
and prepare students. We’re grateful 
to God for this $2.6 millon project 
completed debt free. 
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P r o g r a ms 

T here would be few other 

years in our 46-year history 
where so many major deci- 
sions or program implemen- 
tations have occurred. 

This past year we saw our new 
adult degree completion program 
LeTourneau Education for Adult 
Professionals (LEAP) hit full stride, 
averaging 730 students for the year at 
our main campus and at educational 
centers in Bedford, Dallas and Tyler, 
Texas. 

This fall, under the able supervison 
of Dr. LaVerne Ludden, we initiated 
our first-ever master’s level programs, 
and have begun an M.B.A. (Master in 
Business Administration) and M.E.M. 
(Master in Engineering Management). 
We also introduced a new psychology 
major and added new minors in 
Spanish and political science. 

In April we received state approval 
for our Secondary Teacher Education 
program. This year the FAA once 
again re-certified our Aviation 
Technology program.

$16.2 million. This year also saw the 
successful completion of the three- 
year “Capture the Vision” campaign. 
We saw $7.5 million dollars invested 
into Christian education by hundreds 
of alumni, friends, businesses and 
foundations.

Federal amt State Student Aid 
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Challenges 

E arl Martin, our long-time 
Director of General 
Services, likes to say that 
there are no problems ... 
only ‘opportunities.’ As 1 
look at our future I agree 
with Earl. The opportunities for 
LeTourneau are tremendous. 

During this next year we look 
forward to installing a new adminis- 
trative computer system and retire 
our current old, 
tired and inade- 
quate system. We 
will be making 
major improve- 
ments in the library 
under Director 
Dennis Read. 

Already in place are 
several CD-ROM 
information 
retrieval systems. 

With the com- 
pletion of our 
“Capture the 
Vision” Campaign 
we will begin to 
review our campus 
master plan and prepare for our next 
phase, which includes a student and 
community center, a physical educa- 
tion and recreational center, a 
chapel/auditorium, and engineering 
and science center and single and 
married student housing. Vice 
President for Advancement, Jim 
Hughey, who comes to us from 
Dallas Theological Seminary, will be 
putting together a campaign to see 
these projects funded. 

We want to see our institutional- 
ly funded student aid increase. In 
just five years it has gone from 
$40,000 to $1.4 million, but we find 
our students are increasingly bur- 
dened by the cost of a private educa- 
tion. Bill Rusk, our director of finan- 
cial aid, tells me that our ability to 
grant institutional aid is making a 
critical difference, but the needs are 
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growing each year. It’s not an easily 
solved problem, but we need to contin- 
ue to find creative ways to aid our stu- 
dents in meeting their financial needs. 

To keep the campus moving ahead, 
we need to see a continuing growth 
pattern of traditional students, moving 
us toward our strategic goal of 1,200 
traditional campus-based students. We 
want to see the imbalance of male to 
female students improved. 


Honors 

O nce again we received 
national recognition by 
US. News & World 
Reports one of the top 
schools in the country. 
We were listed as the top 
“Up and Coming” Regional Liberal 
Arts College in the West in the 1993 
College Guide Issue. 

For the second year in a row, we 
were listed on the John Templeton 
Foundation Honor Roll for 
Character Building Colleges. Only 
three percent of the colleges and 
universities in the U.S. were so hon- 
ored. 

Our aviation students once again 
walked away with the Texas State 
Aviation Maintenance Contest, win- 
ning it for the sixth year in a row.

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University Dedicates Longview Hall 

L eTourneau University’s new Longview Hall was hailed by President 
Alvin O. Austin as “an affirmation of our partnership with the com- 
munity” during a dedication ceremony held Nov. 6. 

“Longview Hall houses some of our most progressive programs, and 
significant numbers of those in the local community are participating in 
these programs,” said Austin. 

Hundreds of University students, faculty and staff, together with com- 
munity residents, gathered to hear representatives from the City of 
Longview, area business leaders and University officials speak at the dedi- 
catory ceremony. 

“The name of Longview Hall was not chosen casually,” said Paul Glaske, 
chair of the LeTourneau University Board of Trustees. 

“Nearly 50 percent of the funds for the facility came 
from the community.” 

Longview Hall is the centerpiece of the three-year 
“Capture the Vision” campaign at LeTourneau 
University which was successfully completed in June 
of 199L 

Completed at a cost of $2.6 million, the 33,000- 
square-foot building houses nine classrooms, 33 faculty 
offices, five divisional offices and four computer labo- 
ratories. 

In addition to classrooms and faculty offices, 

Longview Hall houses the offices of the Vice President 
for Academic Affairs, Special Programs, and 
LeTourneau Education for Adult Professionals (LEAP). 

Academic division offices include Mathematics and 
Computer Science, Business Administration, and 
Teacher Education. 

Situated on the north side of the campus mall, 

Longview Hall was designed by architect Rick Malloy 
& Associates and constructed by B.B. Reese 
Construction Company. The facility utilized more 



than three dozen contractors, subcontractors and vendors. David C. 
Scarborough was the landscaping architect for the building. 


The academic facility was named Longview Hall in recognition of the 
many friends in the East Texas community who contributed more than $1 
million toward the total construction cost. 

Nearly 1,000 individuals, companies and foundations participated in the 
capital campaign. 

The dedication of Longview Hall is the culmination of the campus mall 
development project, and follows the May 1992 dedication of the Jeannette 
S. Belcher Memorial Tower, the Belcher Campus Mall and the Glaske 
Carillon and Bells.
